Under this section may be taken 
the case of Edmonton. The proposal 
has been made that the city be per- 
mitted to suspend sinking fund pay- 
ments for a period of ten years. This 
Tequest would be dealt with by the 
commission, after notifying the bond- 
holders involved. The city and the 
bondholders, or the agents of each, 
would be called before the commis- 
sion and if possible an agreement 
would be arrived at. Following this 
the commission would prepare a re- 
port and recommendation on the mat- 
ter and submit the same to the gov- 
ernor in council, where the step ad- 
vocated could be ratified or rejected 
as; the case might be. Naturally the 
aid of the commission would be avail- 
able on request on such matters as 
this. As a further iliustration there 
would be the matter of re-bonding 
privileges, which could be determined. 

In discussing the act after the sit- 
ting of the house, Mr. MacKay said he

ALLIES’ NAVAL 
LOSSES TOTAL 
803,000 TON 


LONDON, Mar. 3.—(Reuter)— 
The total allied naval losses in 
the war aggregated 803,000 
tons, according to an estimate 
sent by Reuter’s Paris corres- 
pondent. Of this loss the Brit- 
ish portion was 550,000 tons. 
The central powers lost 415,000 
tons, but the German total, 
which was 350,000 tons, does 
not cover the huge tonnage 
surrendered under the armis- 
tice terms.

exorbitant on the ratepayers. The 
people must not endorse any foolish 
| Scheme nor get the idea that there can 
be a hospital at every man’s door. It 
has got to be realized that the cost of 
these imstitutions can only be main- 
tained by taxation. 
| One important clause was that giv- 
| ing the minister power to close any 
| hospital not being maintained in a 
| sufficient state of efficiency. It was 
agreed upon the suggestion of R. 
Campbell, Rocky Mountain, that in the | 
event of a hospital being thus closed, 
the minister arrange to have the work 
{of the institution carried on under 
direction of the government depart- 
ment, 
It was also agreed that “The board 
of any hospital district may make an 
agreement with the provincial govern- 
| ment as to cost and methods of speci- | 


| ally training any number of nurses so 
as to better fit them to become super- 
intendents of the district hospital, and 
as to what proportion of such cost the 
province shall pay. 

Mr. MacKay said it was the inten- 
tion to train nurses under provincial 
supervision after the plan of the school 
system where Normal schools provide 
qualified trained teachers, 

Leaschold Taxation 

One amendment to the act was that 
respecting leasehold taxation, in which 
Mr. MacKay explained that for the 
present year the lessees of crown 
lands would not be included in the 
assessment but it was proposed that 
later these leased lands might be taxed 
on a general plan, and the revenues 
so derived pooled im a special fund, 
from which an allocation could be 
made to the various municipal dis- 
tricts concerned, This was a point 
which caused @ great deal of discus- 
sion when the act was considered in 
committee of the whole last Friday,

Yet in the use of that most precious 
time he was, through the very urgency 
of his humility, most careful. Fully 
aware of his own talent, he knew that | 
it could be developed only by constant 
labor, Buffon once said: ‘Le genie 
n'est qu'une plus grande aptitude a 
la patience (Geniue is only a greater 
}4ptness to be patient.,) Thomas Car- 
lyle enlarged upon that definition of 
the great French writer by saying: 
‘Genius is an immense capacity for 
taking trouble.’ Both are wrong. Dis- 
Taeli came nearer thé truth when he 
said that ‘patience is a necessary in- 
gredient of genius.” He was more ex- 
act than efher Buffon or Carlyle. 
However great may be a man’s capac-! 
|ity for taking trouble, however con- 
/Stant his patience, no amount of 
patience or hard work cah create a, 
|genius, Painstaking is an ingredient, | 
not a creator of works of renius. Gen- | 
jus itself is a Divine gift of original 
thought, discovery or achievement.

As such his fellow students at 
L'Assomptjion College hailed him, 
though none of them could foresee 
the world-wide fame of his future 
stateemanship. 

“That home-love saved him in after 
years from ylel@ing up, as some Cana- 
dians were willing to do, the rights 
of this self-governing Dominion to 
the almost irresistible fascination of 
London diplomatic circles. At Imperial 
conferences in the British metropolis 
Sir Wilfrid maintained splendidly the 
rightful autonomy of his native land.

In the Legislature 


The Municipal Hospitals Act 
passed at last session of the Legis- 
lature is being repealed, and a 
new one substituted which differs 
in some important particulars. 

The Minister, it is provided, 
shall divide the Province into pro- 
posed hospital districts, each of 
which may consist of a part or the 
whole of one or more municipal 
districts. A hospital district may 
bb: established on petition from 
reach municipal council in the pro- 
posed district, or from twenty-five 
ratepayers from each included 
area, or from the council or coun- 
cils of any one or more included 
areas and twenty-five ratepayers 
in the other included areas. Upon 
he establishment of a hospital 

istrict the Minister shall fix the 
mumber of the members of the 
oard governing such district, and 
allocate to each contributing 
-ouncil the number of such mem- 
vers to be appointed thereby. 
‘orthwith after the appointment 
he hospital board is to meet for 
he purpose of organization, and 
shall draw up a scheme to provide 
or: | 

1. Acquiring a site or two or 

ore sites, and the erection upon | 
such site or sites of suitable build- | 
ings and furnishing and equipping | 
hem as a hospital, or as a main 
hospital and sub-hospitals. 

2. Entering into an agreement

with any other board or with the 
governing body of any other hos- 
pital for the purpose of providing 
suitable hospital facilities for resi- 
‘dents of the hospital district. 

3. Entering into an agreement

certain sum annually. 

The scheme as outlined is to be 
advertised in the newspapers pub- 
lished in the proposed district, and | 
is also to be referred to the Board 
of Publie Utilities Commissioners, 
who shall have power to vary and 
re-apportion the proposed expen- 
diture of money in the various) 
included areas, Twenty-five rate- 
payers within the hospital district 
may appeal to the Public Utilities 
Commission with regard to the 
situation chosen by the board for 
the site of the hospital, and the 
Commission has power to confirm 
the board’s decision or to sub- 
stitute a new situation.

Minister shall fix a date for the!

securing a ratification or rejection 
of the scheme.

being ratified by the ratepayers: 


of the district the board shall, 
divide among the included areas | 
the amount of capital expenditure | 
and interest thereon proposed. to 
be repaid before the end of the 
current year, and the estimated 
expense of carrying on the hos- 
pital. Should the scheme be re- 
jected by the ratepayers the hos- 
pital board shall apportion the |

In each inelnded area taxes 
shall be collected according to the 
provision of the appropriate muni- 
cipal act. The amount of the hos- 
pital taxes shall be in addition to 
all rates levied for municipal pur- 
poses, and no account shall be 
taken thereof in caleulating the 
amount of taxation which the con- 
tributing council is entitled to 
levy under its appropriate muni- 
cipal act. After ratification of

The new act differs from the 
old one in two noticeable particu- 
lars. One is the power given the

hospital. The other is the power 
given the board to enter 
agreements with people who are 
not taxpayers of the district, by 


which in payment of an annual 


sum these will be entitled to all) 


the benefits of the hospital, as if 
they were ratepayers of the muni- 
cipality, 

The one amendment is import- 
ant in the case of a district being 
established which inelndes a 
number of small towns. The other 
is important in the case of a dis- 
trict which includes, say, a coal 
mine or any industrial establish- 
ment employing a large number of 
people who are not property own- 
ers and threfore not liable to taxa- 
tion under the municipal act.
